Congressman  Michael  E.  Capuano 


Michael  Everett  Capuano  is  currently  serving  his  second  term  as  a  Representative  in 
Congress  for  Massachusetts'  historic  Eighth  District.  He  was  first  elected  to  this  office 
in  November  of  1998.  The  Eighth  Congressional  District  includes  Cambridge, 
Somerville,  Belmont,  Watertown,  Chelsea,  and  approximately  half  of  Boston. 

Congressman  Capuano  serves  on  the  House  Democratic  Leadership  team  as  both  a 
Regional  Whip  and  a  member  of  the  House  Democratic  Steering  and  Policy  Com- 
mittee. He  also  served  as  President  of  his  Democratic  Freshman  class  from  January 
through  June  of  2000.  He  is  a  member  of  the  House  Committee  on  Financial  Ser- 
vices and  the  House  Committee  on  the  Budget. 

He  created  and  co-chairs  the  bipartisan  Congressional  Caucus  on  Community  Health 
Centers  and  was  successful  in  attaching  anti-red-lining  provisions  to  disaster  insur- 
ance legislation.  Representative  Capuano  also  secured  funding  for  a  variety  of  8th 
district  projects  including  money  to:  improve  the  Muddy  River,  continue  planning 
for  the  Urban  Ring,  purchase  technology  for  Roxbury  Community  College,  and  con- 
tinue funding  the  empowerment  zone. 

Representative  Capuano  filed  legislation  to  require  Medicare  coverage  for  vision  reha- 
bilitation services.  Vision  rehabilitation  services  help  restore  safety  and  independence 
to  seniors  who  suffer  from  vision  loss.  Moved  by  the  story  of  a  young  man  forced  out 
of  school  and  into  hiding  after  telling  authorities  of  a  crime  he  witnessed,  Representa- 
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tive  Capuano  filed  the  "Young  Witness  Assistance  Act"  to  create  a  grant  program  at 
the  Department  of  Justice  for  locally  developed  juvenile  witness  assistance  programs. 

The  Congressman  is  a  member  of  the  following  caucuses:  Armenian,  Adoption,  Au- 
tism, Coast  Guard,  Hellenic,  Portuguese,  Travel  and  Tourism,  Congressional  Mem- 
ber Organization  for  the  Arts,  Census,  Human  Rights,  Congressional  Friends  of  Human 
Rights  Monitors,  Diabetes,  Heart  and  Stroke  Coalition,  Northeast-Midwest  Con- 
gressional Coalition,  Friends  of  Animals,  Coastal,  Medicare,  Biomedical,  Prevention, 
Community  Health  Centers,  Department  of  Education  Facilities,  International  Work- 
ers' Rights,  Empowerment  Zone  and  Enterprise  Community,  Renewable  Energy  and 
Energy  Efficiency,  and  the  Missing  and  Exploited  Children's  Caucus. 

Michael  Capuano  was  born  in  Somerville,  Massachusetts  in  1 952  to  Andrew  Capuano 
of  Somerville  and  Rita  Garvey  Capuano  of  Allston-Brighton.  As  a  graduate  of 
Somerville  High  School  in  1969,  he  received  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  from  Dartmouth 
College  in  1973,  and  a  law  degree  from  Boston  College  Law  School  in  1977. 
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Roxbury  Community  College 

Years  of  dreaming  and  planning  came  to  life  in  1973,  when  Roxbury  Community 
College  opened  its  doors  in  the  Grove  Hall  area  of  Roxbury.  Despite  less  than  perfect 
surroundings  -  its  location  was  a  former  car  dealership  -  Roxbury  Community  College's 
dedicated  faculty,  staff,  and  administration  served  the  educational  needs  of  four  hun- 
dred students.  The  College's  mission,  as  it  is  now,  was  to  provide  higher  education  to 
those  Boston  residents  who  found  most  other  avenues  to  higher  education  closed. 

In  1975,  growth  was  the  impetus  for  a  move  to  424  Dudley  Street,  a  former  nursing 
home.  This  move  permitted  the  expansion  and  strengthening  of  academic  programs 
and  student  services.  The  college  continued  to  grow,  which  precipitated  another  move 
in  1982  to  the  former  site  of  Boston  State  College  on  Huntington  Avenue.  As  the 
college  continued  to  shift  its  service  base  to  meet  an  expanding  enrollment,  the  goal  to 
establish  a  permanent  home  for  Roxbury  Community  College  in  the  heart  of  the 
communities  it  serves  remained  strong. 

With  much  anticipation  and  fanfare,  Roxbury  Community  College  built  its  new 
home  as  the  cornerstone  of  the  Southwest  Corridor  in  the  Spring  of  1978.  This  fif- 
teen acre  campus  includes  a  state-of-the-art  Media  Arts  Building,  Academic  Building, 
Administration  Building,  Student  Center,  and  the  Reggie  Lewis  Track  and  Athletic 
Center.  In  addition  to  the  Columbus  Avenue  site,  Roxbury  Community  College  has 
an  additional  campus  at  989  Commonwealth  Avenue. 

A  global  village,  Roxbury  Community  College's  multicultural  and  ethnically  diverse 
student  population  has  set  it  apart  from  other  community  colleges  in  the  Common- 
wealth. Although  most  of  our  students  are  from  Boston  and  surrounding  communi- 
ties, many  come  from  all  corners  of  the  world  including:  North  America,  Central 
America,  South  America,  Africa,  Asia,  the  Middle  East,  and  Europe.  International 
students  also  hail  from  Brazil,  China,  Trinidad,  Peru,  Barbados,  Nigeria,  Haiti,  and 
Jamaica. 

With  renewed  commitment,  Roxbury  Community  College  continues  its  legacy  of 
providing  educational  opportunities  for  all  who  enter  its  doors.
